The German-Bulgarian forces are still retreating before the Al- 
lies in Macedonia. French, Russian and Italian forces. are inflicting 
heavy losses west of the river Cerna. The capture by-thé Serbians of 
the villages of Tepavtsi and Gniles, southeast of Monastir, js report- 
ed: On the eastern end of the line British troops again have assumed 
the offensive, defeating the Bulgarians in the region of the river 
Struma and capturing the village of Karakaska. The Bulgarians 
abandoned their principal positions. west of the Cerna river, The 
French and Serbians took 400 prisoners and made progress toward 
Yarashok, in the Cerna bend west of Monastir. South of Monastir 
the French and Russians are reported to be making substantial prog- 
ress

‘boundary north to ‘Lake Athabasca, 
Government figures for 1913 (the 
|latest compiled) showed that Alberta 
}came se¢ond. among the provinces 
}for actual production—the total pro- 
duction being +4,144,377 tons,  yalued 
at the mine head at $9,462,836. This 
was considerably more than one- 
third the combined production of the 
remaining cight provinces of Canada. 

Why. a larger tonnage is not pro- 
duced is because of labor scarcity 
and of comparative smallness of 
markets. To haul coal long distances 
is expensive, and, at the present prac- 
tically all the output is used inthe 
West. As the population of Albert 
|and Saskatchewan grows, one of the 
industries that will: progress quickly 
will be coal mining. ‘

Disastrous Year for Hail Insurance 
Companies in Saskatchewan ° 


The hail insurance companies, as 


well as the hail insurance commission, _ 


will lose altogether a total of. over 

5,000,000 this year in Saskatchewan. 

he reports are not complete, as yet 
only five of ‘the companies having 
sent reports to the office out ofthe . 
twenty-two’ doing business: The 
losses of the companies which have 
reported rim between 125 per cent. to 
209 per cent., and on this there must 
be added 3 per cent, expense ratio, 

This will mean a higher rate of in- 
surance for next year, The years 
1915 and 1916 were very disastrous 
ones in the United States for the in- 
surance comipanies, and this year 
eompanies doing business in Western 
Canada have suffered the same fate, 
In fact, of all years since hail insur- 
ance has been carried this year just 
passed has been the worst for the 
companies, 

The loss of $5,000,000 does not by 
any means represent the actual loss 
through hail in the province. It is es-
